Reverses Lee 
County Court 
«/ 


Jury Verdict 


Technicality Frees 
Dixon Man From Jail 
Term and $2,000 Fine 


The State Appellate Court 


at Ottawa has reversed a Lee 
county Court jury decision 
which convicted 
and sent- 


enced Frank (Bockie) Lloyd, 
Dixon, to 120 days in jail and 
fined him $2,000 on a charge 
of bookmaking. 


The court ruled, in effect, that 


although Lloyd had accepted a $20 
bill to be wagered on a horse race, 
he did not record the bet, or make 
"book" on the wager. 


The Appellate court handed down 


the decision Monday. Two of the 
presiding judges. Justice Franklin 
R. Dove and Justice Fred G. Wolfe 
gave the decision. The presiding 
justice. Ben F. Anderson abstained. 


Arrented Oct. 2 


Lloyd was arrested last Oct. 2 


in a Galena avenue cocktail lounge 
by special deputy sheriff, 
after 


Patty Wilson, a Bums Detective 
Agency operative, 
hired by the 


county, handed him a $20 bill 
•wrapped in a note on which was 
written "7th Race Golden Trend 
Sat." 


Lloyd pocketed the note and the 


marked bill and was immediately 
accosted by tke special deputy 
sheriff and another Burns opera- 
tive. He surrendered the bill and 
the note and was placed under ar- 
rest. 


The State contended that the 


passing of the bill and note consti- 
tuted bookmaking. The jury con- 
victed Lloyd and recommended the 
jail sentence and the fine. Lloyd's 
attorney's, after losing the motion 
for a new trial, appealed the ver- 
dict. 


Court Killing 


The Appellate court, in ruling to 


reverse the verdict, said this: 


"The statute of our state provides 


punishment for anyone who keeps 
a book and records or registers 
"bets or wagers on horse races. 
The instant information charges 
that 
( ( t h e ) 
defendant 
did 
two 


things: first, kept a certain book 
for the purpose of registering beta 
and wagers upon the result of a 
horse race; and, second, that he 
received from Patty Wilson iKd. 
Note: The Burns investigator) S20 
as a wager upon a horse race. The 
evidence is that he did receive 
from Patty Wilson a $20 bill, the 
name of a race horse, and the 
place where, the date and number 
of the rare this horse would race, 
but the record is devoid of any

TOKYO (/P)—The United 


States would back up the 7th 
Fleet with all available mili- 
tary strength if Communist 
China attacked Formosa, an 
authoritative military source 
said here today. 


"The Communists would be very 


unwise to launch an 
operation 


against Formosa." he laid. "1 am 
sure they would fail and I am 
sure they know they would fail. It 
they tried it, they would be in for 
a terrible beating." 


"AH forces in position to do so 


would assist the 7th Fleet in car- 
rying out its mission," 'said this 
highly qualified source, who asked 
not to be identified. 


The 7th Fleet has guarded tho 


Ch i n e s e Nationalist 
stronghold 


since 19SO and President Eisen- 
hower said only a few days ago 
thR.t any Red invasion force would 
have to run over the fleet. 


The military source said that in 


his opinion the recent barrage of 
Red threats to "liberate" Formo- 
sa represents either propaganda 
war or a bluff to sound out U. S. 
intentions on defending the island. 


In Trtipeh, Nationalist officials 


voiced satisfaction over the state- 
ment Tuesday by U.S. Secretary 
of Statfi John Foster Dulles that 
the 7th Fleet would be justified in 
defending some Nationalist island 
strong points off the China coast.

Troops Fire 
At Crowd 
During Riot 


Thousands Follow 
Body of Vargas to 
Downtown Airport 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil 


(/P) — Violence flared in Bra- 
zil's capital today immediate- 
ly after a plane departed for 
Southern Brazil with the body 
of Getulio 
Vargas; Troops 


fired on a crowd trying to 
attack the Air Ministry. Two 
persons were injured. 


Vargas. the country's s t r o n g 


man. chose Tuesday to give up his 
presidency by suicide rather than 
force. He fired a bullet through 
his heart after 58 air force and 
army generals forced the 71-year- 
old political leader to resign. 


This morning, while army troops 


stood by, thousands of Brazilians 
followed the body of Vargas from 
the presidential palace to the city's 
downtown airport. The plane took 
off for Southern Brazil where Var- 
gas will be buried in an unblessed 
gravs. 


Three Killed 


Afterward a crowd gathered in 


front of the Air Ministry. Air Forc« 
personnel and the crowd became 
involved in a dispute and troops 
were rushed to the scene. Shots 
were fired in an attempt to restore 
order. 


The troops also prevented the 


crowd from attacking an automo- 
bile carrying air force officer*. 


Clashes were reported in olher 


sections of the city. Three, persons 
were killed and 30 injured Tues- 
day- 


An estimated half million per- 


sons gathered at the airport in a 
tribute to the small-statured gau- 
cho who ruled this largest of all 
South American countries. Thou- 
sands of handkerchiefs fluttered as 
the plane took off for the southern 
cattle country that Vargas had 
loved so well.

Many from the ranks of 
workers— his greatest supporters- 
pushed the cars of Vargas' family 
in the procession to the airport.

car bearing the coffin.

Earliest Possible Attention 
Should Be Given Stuttering 


By EDWtN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


About one or two out of every 


one hundred persons has a speech 
detect, known as stuttering. This 
always begins early in childhood 
and is about four time* as com- 
mon among boys as among girls. It 
is not restricted to any level ot so- 
ciety, and afflicts the poor as much 
as the rich. Essentially, stuttering 
is a disturbance in the rhythm of 
speech. There are spasms of re- 
peating sounds or blocking ot the 
speech sounds for a few moments. 
• • * 


THERE ARE several theories as 


to what causes stuttering, but il 
certainly teems to be a nervous or 
•motional diBorder. Stuttering is 
not inherited, but some children 
are born with a tendency to it, 
probably 
because their nervous 


systems are particularly suscept- 
ible to this speech difficulty. 


Stuttering appears to develop in 


two stages. It is much easier to 
treat during the first stage before 
the child has developed feelings of 
inferiority and anxiety. For this 
reason the earliest possible atten- 
tion to stuttering is recommended. 
Every preschool chid who shows 
early signs of stuttering should re- 
ceive immediate treatment. 


* * * 


A STUTTERING CHILD should 


never be punished with a hope of 
breaking the habit. The child can't 
help it. At this stage treatment is 
aimed largely at providing as calm 
a life as possible. Games or amuse- 
ments which are too exciting, and 


family quarrels and the like are 
bad for the stuttering youngster. 


Left-handedness is probably not 


fundamentally related to stutter- 
ing. A left-handed child who is 
made to use his right instead of his 
left is being forced to do something 
contrary to what was intended by 
nature. This, of course, puts an 
added strain on the nervoun sys- 
tem and in a child who is pre- 
disposed to stuttering might be se- 
rious enough to bring on the symp- 
toms. 
• • • 


A GREAT DEAL has been learn- 


ed about stuttering and its treat 
ment in recent years. When treat- 
ment is begun early the results are 
often astonishingly good. 


Many famous people have suffer- 


ed from speech defects, including 
Moses, Aristotle, Virgil. Charles 
Lamb and Clara Barton, the found- 
er of the American Red Cross. A 
speech 
defect, therefore, is not 


necessarily a hopeless impedimen 
to great accomplishment. It is 
rather a difficulty to conquer.

Not A Recording 


"In the Lambrix case, supra, the 


court held that the receipt of a 
memorandum by the defendant was 
not a recording or registry by him 
of a bet. So. in the instant case the 
receipt of the memorandum which 
plaintiff in error accepted from 
Miss Wilson cannot be held to be 
a recording or registry of a bet hy 
plaintiff in error under the provi- 
sions of our statute. 


"In our opinion, the verdict is 


not sustained by the evidence and 
the trial court erred in rendering 
judgment thereon. That judgement 
is, therefore, reversed.

SAN FRANCISCO U) —In an age 


when airplanes go twice the speed 
of sound, millions of Americans 
are more thrilled by seeing how 
fast horses and automobiles can 
race around a track. 


Why? 
"People are interested in all 


kinds of speed today," said Big 
Bill France, 
a kingpin of the 


thriving stock car racing indus- 
try. "But to get really excited over 
It they have to be close enough to 
see and feel it." 


Built Own Car 


France, who stands 6 feet 4 and 


weighs 230 pounds, built his own 
racing car as a raw-boned kid of 
20 back in 1929. He drove in 75 
races in the days when the re- 
\vards came in the form of thrills 
and peanut prizes. 


But the sport, first popular in 


the South, started mushrooming 
across the country in 1938, and its 
stravation times seem over. It's 
bi<T business now. 


Big Bill is president of the larg- 


est organized segment of the in- 
dustry — the National Assn. for 
Stock Car Auto Racing. 


"This year there will be some 


2.000 vents on 100 tracks in ail 
parts of America," he said. "Close 
to eight million people will pay 
from 7 to 10 million dollars to see 
them. 


Racing Stables 


"The big wheels in the auto busi- 


ness are getting interested now. 
Some people are 
even building 


stock car racing stables, just as 
they do stables of racehorses. Paul 
Whiteman, for example, has a two- 
car stable." 


Some 4,000 drivers now compete 


regularly in stock car races on a 
national point rating system. Lead- 
ing drivers fly by plane from one 
track to another. 


"At least four drivers should 


earn $25.000 in prize money this 
year," France said. 


The Kentucky Derby of the stock 


car speed field is the Labor day 
race at Darlington, S. C., which 
pays $30.000 in prizes this year and 
ts expected to draw a gate of 5150,- 
000.

yers the keys to the house and a 
list of all personal property re- 
moved from it. 


The letter said in part: 
"You have now. been in posses- 


sion for 50 days, which is ample 
time to make any necessary in- 
spection. Inasmuch as my impris- 
onment prevents me from person- 
ally looking after my property, I 
am requesting my attorneys to act 
for me." 


Prosecutor Cullitan advised Chief

The flexible system provides a 


sliding scale of supports for the 
basic crops — wheat, cotton, com. 
rice and peanuts — ranging from 
82' 3 to 90 per cent of parity for 
1955 and 75 to 90 thereafer. Parity 
is a price declared by law to be 
fair to farmers in relation to prices 
they must pay. 


Present supports are at 90 per 


cent of parity for the basic crops.

In the Mississippi flyway only Louisiana took split seasons.

Medical Care Problem 
Faces Armed Services 


WASHINGTON (J)—The armed 


forces have a king-sized nation- 
wide problem on their hands. 


It 
concerns medical care for 


dependents of servicemen. 


A Defense Department order cut- 


ting the number of doctors in the 
services from about 4 per 1,000 
men on active duty to 3 per 1,000 
Is making It hard for the Army 
and Navy to continue its tradition- 
al service to the families of sol- 
diers and salors. 


The 
cut 
s t e m m e d 
from 


a recommendation by a presiden- 
tial committee in early 1953. The 
theory was that the services should 
make better use of their doctors, 
and if the number were cut they 
would be forced to. 


Ordered Cut 


Secretary of Defense Wilson told 


the armed forces to make the cut 
June 30, 1954, for at least a year. 


Actually there is only vague le- 


gal sancbon for providing care for 
servicemen s d e p e n d e n t s . The 
practice grew out of an 1884 ap- 
propriation act which said "that 
the medical officers of the Army 
and the contract surgeons shall 
wherever practicable, attend the 
families of officers and soldiers 
free of charge " 


The services put their own guide- 


posts into regulations which as- 
sured rather broad dependent care 
as a matter of policy. Few ever 
questioned the policy. 


The services contend that when 


they provide the care it improves 
morale; that it is an important 
factor in getting and keeping com- 
petent career military personnel; 
that it is essential to the main- 
tenance of good health conditions 
at military bases; and that it is 
economical since it makes use of 
spare and personnel when military] 
hospitals are not crowded with mi 
htary casualties. 


Cite Difficulties 


With these thigs in mind, and 


vith fewer doctors, the services! 
are still attempting to continue the 
care. But. say defense and serv- 
ice officials: 


1. The Navy must resort to 


emergency measures. Medical of- 
ficers assigned to ships are being 
pulled off as soon as they land m 
port to supplement staffs of naval 
hospitals. Some doctors assigned | 
to unit? stationed at naval bases! 
must report to naval hospitals 


when they're not needed by their 
units. 


2. Night and weekend work is 


overtime. At the largest military 
hospital in the world—San Diego, 
(Calif.) Naval Hospital, with some 
2,800 beds—medical officers have 
been averaging a 68-hour week. 


3. Jji some areas where there 


is, a heavy concentration of de- 
pendents the service officials say, 
"We are not able to provide as 
much dependent care as \ve had 
been accustomed to doing." This 
includes places such as Norfolk, 
San Diego, 
Chicago, Pensacola, 


Jacksonville and San Francisco.

4. Research and administrative 


work for medical officers has been 
cut considerably. Sanitation 
in 


spechons, training and preventive 
medicine 
programs 
have 
been 


trimmed or turned over to non- 
physician medical administrative 
officers often less qualified. 


5 Special types of training pro> 


grams for medical officers, such 
as attendance at staff
